•whether. there is another equal area of the 
oarth's surface v/hereou so many kinds of 
valuable trees. £TOTT spontaneously and 
rapidly, defying eradication, as throughout 
New-England arccT on either slope of the 
AHeghcnics, and this profusion of timber 
and foilage may well atone for, ur may be 
fairly weighed agcinst, many deficiencies 
and drawbacks. The Yankee, who ha.s 
been accustomed to sec trees spriu"' up 
spontaneously -wherever they -were not 
kept down by ax, or plow, or "scythe, and 
to cross running water erory half mile of 
a Summer day's journey, may well be 
made homesick, by two thousand miles of 
naked, dusty, -wind-sTrept plains, -wherein 
he finds notWAler for fifty to a hundred 
miles, and '-knows it impossible to ctit an 
ax-heVre, much more an axle-trt.e, in the 
course of a wearying journey. Ko East- 
ern farmer realized the blessedness of 
abundant and excellent wood and -water 
until' bo had wandered far from his boy- 
hood's borne. 


No one may yot be able to fully explain 


the inter-dependents: of these twobless- 
ing»; bnt the fact remains. All over 
"the Piains," there is evidence that trees 
grew and flourished whero^none arc now 
found, and that springs and stre-iTiis irern 
then ireqnent "and abiding where none 
now exist. A prominent ckizen of XevK- 
da, who explored southward from Austin 
to the Colorado, assured me that his par'.v 
traveled for days in the bed of what had 
one* been a considerable river, hut in 
which it was evident thai: no water had 
•owed for years: And I have heard that 
since the Mormons have planted trees over 
considerable sections of Utah, rains in 
Summer are EO longer rare, and Salt Las*.- 
evinces, by a constant though moderate 
increase of her volume of waters, that M.e 
equilibrium of raln-iall with evjpy-.iUrn 
in the Great Basin has been fully ra,tor»d 
-r-or rather that the rain fall is nosr ta- 
king the lead. 


I have a firm faith that all the creat de-. 


sertsof the Temperate and Torrid Zones 
lri11 ?•*-•*• reclaimed- by irrigation and 
tree-planting. The bill which Congress 
did not pass, nor really consider, whercbv 
»t was proposed, some vears since, to jrive 
a sectio» ol the woodless- Public Lands re- 
mote from settlement to every one who, ;;i 
a separata township, would plant and 
cherish a quarter section, of choice iore»i 
trees, onght to have been passed — with 
modifications, perhaps, but preafrviatr the 
central idea. Had ten thousand quarter 
•ections, in so many different townships of 
the Plains, been thus planted to timber 
ten to twenty years ago, and protected 
rrom fire and devastation till TX-V™-. *»-- 
Talue of ti»«7-:nams ror settlement would 
hare been nearly or quite doubled. 


A capital mistake; it teems to me, is be- 


ing made by some of the dairy farmers of 
our own State. One who has a hundred^
